This was the lpning of the Letter, and this Letter dꝛaue 
them all to a Non · plus, becanfe they knelonot how to anſwer 
it. But at laſt aduice Was taken, the Court bꝛake vp, the 
Tearme was adiourn'd (by reaſon that the Mel⸗hounds were 
thus plagu d) anda common counſell in hell, was pꝛeſently 
called how ta redꝛeſle theſe abuſes. 

The sathanicall Sinagogue being fet, vp ſtarts the Father 
of Heil and Damnation, and looking verrp terribly, with a:

ik luch a Conturer at midnight ſhould dauce in their circles, 
und not be dꝛinen out of them, Dell in a felu peeres wauld nat 
che worth the dweling in. The great Loꝛd of Limbo did ther⸗ 
foꝛe command atl his blacke guard that fed about him, to bes 
Itirre them in their places & to defend the court wherein they 
»Aiued ¢ fhaeatning (beſides) that his curſe, and all the plagues 
of ſtinking hell ſharild fall vp on his officers, ſeruauts æ ſub⸗ 
terts, vnleſle they epther aduiſd him how oz take ſome ſpeedy 
oꝛder themſelues to punniſh that ſaucie intelligencer, the Bel 
man of London.

Hight, in this his pꝛiup fearch? In fome ſtreetes he met 
Mid · wiues running till they ſweate, ¢ following them cloſe 
at heeles, he ſpied them to be let in, at the backe dooꝛes of hou⸗ 
fes,feated either in blind lanes, oꝛ in by⸗gardens: which hou⸗ 


ſes had roomes builded foꝛ the purpoſe, where poung maides, 


being big with child bp vnla wfull Fathers: oꝛ poung wines 
(in their hul bands abfence at Sea, oꝛ in the Marres) hauing 
{rattled with batchelers, o2 married men, till they caught 
kalles, lap fafely till they were deliuered of them. And foꝛ rea⸗ 
fonable ſums of monep, the baſtards that at theſe windowes 
crept into the woꝛld, were as clofelp nolo e then ſent pꝛeſent⸗ 
ly out of the woꝛld, 02 elle were fo vnmannerlp bꝛought vp, 
that thep neuer ſpake to their owe parents that begot them. 

In ſome ſtreetes he met ſeruants, in whole bꝛeſt albeit the

Engliſh)ſtealers, ble neither Roaſt-meate noꝛ Spits in their 
Feaſtings, as hee furniſheth them, but when they intend to 
ſtrike a hand, they leuie their dainnable troopes in the dap, 
but they ſallp fooꝛth, and ſhare the fpotles in the night. Foz 
ſome one ſturdp hel hound aboue the reſt, vndertakes to be 
the Miller (that is to ſap, the Killer: ) hope this can be no 
diſgrate to anp hone Miller, who is no thiefe with a falfe 
Hopper: And this killer bꝛings to the laughter houſe of the 
Diuell (viz: a Bowſing Kenne) a Bleating cheate, (a Sheepe) 
Another, Mils a Crackmans, bꝛeakes a hedge, and that wood 
heates the Ouen, whileſt the ſheepe is dzeſſed, cut in pieces, 
and put into earthen pots, made fo2 the purpoſe ta bake their 
victuals in. The Ouens mouth being thus dawbed bp, out 
fipe the little Diuels moze dambde then the Ouen) either to 
bꝛeake an houſe ſome two oꝛ thꝛee miles off, 02 to doe as bad 
a Uillany The piece of ſeruice being perlozmed, a Retratte 
is ſounded, and about midnight they returne merrily, fall to 
their good cheere manfullpy, and then diuide their ſpoyles af 
ſtolne ſhirts, lmotkes, oꝛ any thing elfe moſt theeuichly. In 
which Partnerſhip the Hof and Hoſteſle are ehtefe ſharers, 
but ſuch ſubtill ſhopkeepers are theſe Haberdaſhers of the 
Diuels (mall Mares, that thep neuer (et out to ſell, but 
when the coaſt is cleare, and that (as Theues doe among 
Bꝛokers) the Hue and Cryes thzoat be ſtopt that went baw⸗ 
ling after them: foꝛ about a ſeuenth- night alter, when all is 
huſhe d) to the Stalling Kenne goes the Duds foz Lowre, to the 
theeuig-houle are the ſtolne cloathes ſent roundly foꝛ monep: 
which being told out and diuided, awap five theſe Kauens 
ſcatter ingly, the ucrt pꝛey that thep light vpon, being euer at 
ſome Faire, oz elſe a Market. : 5 
And now that we talke of Faires, let my pen gallop ouer 
à few lines, and it ſhall bꝛing vou( without fpurring ) ſwift⸗ 
lier into Gloceſter. ſhire, then if pou rode vpon Pacolet: 
there if pon pleaſe to alight neare Tewl burp 5 at a place

The wilde 
Frith are but flockes of wilde Geeſe to them. And theſe 
ſwarmes of Locuſts tome to this lowſie Faire, from all 
parts of the Land, within an hundꝛed miles compaſſe. To de⸗ 
fcribe the Boothes is loft labour foꝛ let the Hangman ſhewe 
but his wardꝛop, and there is not a rag difference belweene 


them. Mone here ſtands crping, What doe you lacke ? fo2 


vou can al ke foꝛ nothing that is good, but here it is lacking. 


The bupers and ſellers are both altke, tanie Sunne-burtit 
Naſcals, and thep flocke in ſuch troopes, that it ſhewes as 


if Mell were broke looſe. The Shopkeepers are Theeues, 
and the Chapmen Rogues, Beggers and Mhozes: ſo that 
to boing a purſe full of money hither, were madneſſe:foz it is 
fure to be cut. 

But would pou knolwve what Mares theſe Parchants of 
Ceie-fhinnes btterzonelp Duds foꝛ the Quarrons, that is to 
fay cloathes fo2 the body, which they haue pilfered from hed⸗ 
ges oꝛ houſes. And this filthy Faire begins before day, and 
endeth before nine in the ſame moaning : at which bꝛeaking 
bp, they doe not pꝛeſently march away with their bags and 
their baggages:but he who is cholen the Loꝛd of the Faire, 
(who is commonlp the luſtieſt Rogue in the whole Bunch) 
leades his tottered foot men & foot - women from Ale. houſe, 
to Ale houſe, where being armed all in Ale of pꝛoofe, and 
their Ben Bowſe (the ſtrong Liquoz) canfing them to haue 
Naſe Nabs(dzunken Coxecombes) vp fling thep the Cannes, 
done coe the Boothes, about flpe bꝛoken Jugges : heers 
ives a Nogue bleeding there is a Wort curüng, here a Dor ie 
ſtabking with her knike: and thus this Faire which begins 
merrilp, ends madlp: fog Unaues (et it vp, and Rucanes © 
pull it downe.

Gallows. in which thew Truls are to burpthem:oktentimes 
(becauſe he ſcoꝛnes to follow any faſhions of Bote) he goes 


without bꝛeeches, a cut Jerkin with hanging lleeues (in imi⸗ 
tation of our Gallants) but no Sattin oꝛ Chamlet elbowes, 
fo2 both his legs and armes are bare, hauing no Commiſſion 


to couer his body, that is to fay; no ſhirt:A face faring like a 
Saraſin, his haire long & filthily knotted, foꝛ he keepes no bar⸗ 
ber: a god Filch(o2 ſtaffe) ef gꝛown Aſh, oꝛ elſe Ha el, in his 
Fambler (in his hand) and ſomtimes a ſharp ſtick, on which he 
hangeth Ruffepecke, akon. here walking vp and down the 
Tountrep, are more terrible fo women and childzen, then the 
name of Raw -head € Bloudy bones, Robin Good. fellow, o any 
other Hobgoblin.

with two ſtrings thꝛee oz foure inches aſunder, € then with 
a fharpe Awle pricking oꝛ raiſing theſkin, to ſuch a figure o: 
print as they beſt fancie, they rub that place with burnt pas 
per, piſſe, and gunpowder, which being hard rubd in, and ſuk⸗ 
fered to dꝛie, ſticks in the fleſh a long time after, when theſe 
mar kes faile, thep renew them at pleaſure If you examine 
them hob thele Letters 52 Figures are printed byon their 
armes, they will tell you it is the marke of Bedlam, but the 
truth is, they are made as J haue repo2ted. 

And to colour his villanp the better, euery one ok thele A. 
brams bath a ſeuerall geſture in plaping his part: ſome make 
an hoꝛrid nopfe, hollowly ſounding: ſome whoope, ſome bole 
low, ſome ſhew only a kinde of wild diſtracted vgly looke, bf: 
tering a ümple kinde af Mawnding, with thefe addition of 
woꝛds (well & wiſely.) Some dance (but keepe no meaſure) o⸗ 
thers leap vp and downe and fetch Gambals, all their actions 
ſhew them to be as dꝛunke as Beggers: for not to belpthem 
what are they but dzunken Beggers : All that they beg be⸗ 
ing either Loure or Bouſe (monep 8 dzinke. )

he firſt begins Good Vrſhip, Maſter, or good Vrſhips Ru- 
J lers of this place, beſtow your reward on a poore man that 
hath lyen in Bedlã without Bifhops-gate three yeres, foure mo- 
neths, & nine daies. And beftow / one piece of ſmal filuer towards 
his fees, which he is indebted there, the ſumme of three pounds, 
thirteen ſhillings, ſeuen pence, halfe peny, (oz to ſuch effect) and 
hath not wherewith to pay the ſame, but by the good helpe of 
Vrſhipfull & wel diſpoſed people, & God to reward them for it.

Then will he dance and ling, oꝛ ble fome other Antick, and 
ridiculous geſture, ſhutting vp his counterleit Puppet plap, 
with this Epi. ogee oꝛ chtinfion, Good Dame gine poore Tom 
one cup of the beft drinke, (well and wifely God ſaue the King 
and his Counſell, and the Gouernour of this place, &c. 

Of (ounterfeit Souldiers. . 

gHeſe may well be called Counterfett Souldters, foꝛ not 
one (fcarce) among the whole Armp of them, euer dil⸗ 
charged lo much as a Caliuer: nothing makes them Soldi⸗ 
ers but old Handilions, which they buy at the Bꝛokers. The 
weapons they car /p are ſhoꝛt Crab tree Cudgels, and theſe, 
(becauſ e they haue the name of Souldiers) neuer march but 
in troopes two oꝛ thꝛee in a compaup: of all ſoꝛts of Rogues 
thefe are the moſt impudent and boldeſt, for they knocke at 
mens does, as if they hadfertous buſineſle there, whereas 

f. e dooꝛe being opened to them, they begin this parle.

Gas Rulers of this place beftow your reward vpon poore 
ouldiers, that are vtterly maymed and ſpoy led in her Ma- 
ieſties late warres, as well for Gods cauſe as her Maieſties and 
yours.

men, or ſomewhat towards a meales meate, to ſuccour them in 


the way of truth, &c. for Gods cauſe. Thel e fellowes go com⸗ 
monly hurt in the left arme beneath the elbow (hauing a l/ be 
Jerk ed that is to fap, a Paſſe poꝛt ſealed with licenfe to de⸗ 


part the colours (onder which ik pou rightly examine them 


hep neuer fought) pet wherſoeuer the warres are, and how 

far of€ ſoeuer, thus tan they wound themfelues at home.

when afore is placed on the back of the hand, E that he ſaith 
he was hurt by an howe, then it is called Foot- mans Mawnd. 
when the loꝛe is aboue the elbow, as if it were bꝛoken, oꝛ 
hurt by falling from a Scaffold, it is called Maſons Mawnd,.
